formed in the Bay to such an extent as at 
the present time. At Proviucetown the 
harbor Is closed up entirely, and a vast 
field- of ice fills the Bay between Wood 
End and the southern part of the Monu- 
ment in Sandwich, 21 miles across, aud 
extends clear up to Brcwater and Orleans, 
a distance of 30 miles from the water line. 
The Bight is a strange one. 
Where al- 


ways before tbe eye has seen the blue 
waves of Occun toss is now a plain of 
snow, while the ice is only broken here 
and there by vessels wrapped and well 
nigh hidden in the cold cmnrace of the 
new element, aud high, jaggeil piles of 
ice til row up by thu action of the wind 
and tide. Tbe scene is dreary and deso- 
late, but it affords no hint of fie awful 
peril which threatens the lives of 150 or 
more fishermen, as fast imprisoned upon 
their vessels as if bound with chains be- 
hind bolts aacl bars. Here twenty-eight 
vessels, varying in size from 500 lo 200 
tons, held immovable. Most of them are 
fishing schooners of about 1110 tons burden, 
carrying from tun to fifteen men, and pro 
v I son a for a three or four days' ciaiee, and 
they have already been bound in neatly 
that time. Food and water arc fast giving 
out. 
Aid cannot lentil them, nor can 


they in many itiBtunces reach 
it. 
A 


special dispatch to the Daily Advertiser 
from Provincetown says that tbe only 
change in tbe situation is for tho worse, 
owing to thu giving out of provisions. 
The wind blows with relentless violence, 
and \vith hourly-increasing coldness. All 
the indications are Unit to-morrow will be 
the coldest day in tbu sweep of this terri- 
ble wave of frost, tilumld the grip of ice 
hold on, the men on nmuy of the schoon- 
ers will be taken olt only fi.r burial. 'IV 
moirow, it' the cold continncH, all will 
probably luke Ihu risk of saving their lives 
by a five or ten mile walk over ice-hum- 
mocks and air-holes. 
Ice cakes, piled 


upon one another to tbe height of many 
feet, 
with here and there 
wide open 


stretches of blue sea intervening, forbid 
any attempt to help them from the shore 
Beyond question there are ten or twelve 
schooners on which there IB no coal, no 
water, aud perhaps not twenty-four hours' 
food. Some of tbe men on the ice-locked 
schooners surccedud lo day in reaching 
tho shore 
A few returned with what 


provisions they could carry to snccor the 
forlorn hope. The passage.occupied hours, 
and was attended with imminent peril. 
Several .times did one or the olber fall into 
the icy deep and was rescued by his com 
panions. The umjorlty departed for their 
homes, leaving their vessels to their fate. 
Tbe Uallalia arrived lo day but can do 
nothing 
To-morrow Captain Snow will 


try to reach the southernmost schooner 
with dories, and carry provisions and 
water, but the chances are that the effort 
will be in vain.

SERIOUS ACCIDEHT TO ELDER J> 


W. TYLER. 


Wo are very sorry to learn that Elder 


John W.,Tyler, ol |his city, sustained a 
very .serious injury yesterday, ia^tlie 
form of a broken bone. The accident 
happened at liis farm, about 5 miles cast 
of town, on yesterday morning. It seems 
that when in the act of opening a gate 
he by some means made a misstep and 
fell, breaking the thigh bone of his right 
leg near its connection with the pelvis, 
lie was taken up and carried into the 
house on liis place, where he remained 
for several hours.

Almost an Accident.—On last night
